George Harvey 


Washington, February 23.—A reso- 
lution’ designed to bring about the re- 
call from England of Ambassador Har- 
vey was introduced today by Repre- 
sentative Ryan, republican, New York. 
The measure proposes a congressional 
investigation of statements made by 
the ambassador while abroad with a 
view to having him detached from his 
post in London. 

Mr. Ryan quoted froth press reports 
of Mr. Harvey’s address at the dinner 
recently given in London in honor of 
A. J. Balfour, one of the British del- 
egates to the arms conference, and also 
referred to remarks made by the am- 
-bassador soon after his arrival in Eng- 
lang in reference to the motives which 
prompted the United States to enter 
the war. 

Contending that various statements 
of Mr. Harvey “reflect discredit upon 
the aims and ideals of the spirit that 
actuated the citizens of the United 
States,” and constitute “an attempt to 
cast aspersions upon ‘the patriotism 
and ideals of American citizens,” Mr. 
Ryan asserted that the “attitude” of 
the American ambassador has “at all 
times shown him to be a proponent of 
England’s aims and ambitions rather 
than those of the country he is sup- 
posed to represent.”

controlled through the use of the 


proper methods. ‘The big demonstra- 
tion farm will be operated in co- 
operation with several of its large 
clients. The work is planned to show 
by actual field demonstration. that 
farmers can grow cotton successfully 
under weevil conditions. 

The farm is to be operated in ac- 
cordance with the best methods, in- 
cluding farm management, prepara- 
tion of land, fertilization, cultivation 
and all kinds of warfare against the 
weevil. 

Company’s Announcement 

In outlining the plans for the estab- 
lishment of the farm and the methods 
to be used in its operation, officials 
of the Armour company, made the fol- 
lowing announcement: — 

“At the outset it is designed to show 
that by reducing the acreage, and 
properly preparing the land, more cot- 
ton can be grown per acre and the 
control of the weevil will not be so 
difficult as when the entire farm area 
is covered with food for the weevils, 
The land is to be better prepared, and 
enough plant food is to be put in the 
soil to make enough cotton per acre 
to pay all expense in connection with 
the control methods, and still leave a 
bigger margin of profits than farm- 
ers. have usually gotten from the lands. 

“The land is to be cultivated, often 
and shallow, and such meéchanical 
measures used as are necessary to hold 
the weevil in abeyance—such as pick- 
ing up the weevils and squares, if 
necessary, but especially to apply the 
calcium arsenate poisoning with the 
methods worked out by Director Coad, 
of the Delta Laboratory, Tallulah, 
Louisiana, which is the weevil control 
laboratory of the United* States de- 
partment of agriculture, also the prac- 
tical application of this method as 
now followed by the Georgia statt 
board of entomology in almost every 
county in the state. 

“The land to be operated in this 
way, is not a large continuous acrefge 
of level cotton fields, but is‘ broken 
up into many ynits like almost any 
thickly settled eotton area of the 
state, and with woods,’ creeks, 
branches, gullies, and thickets inter- 
vening. ove... 

“Tf the weevil can be controlled on 
this large area it can be controlled 
on any cotton lands in the state. 

DeLoach In Charge. 

“The immediate problem of the wee- 
vil cantrol will-be in charge of R. J. 
H. DeLoach, formerly director of the 
Georgia experiment &atation, but now 
director of Armour’s bureau of agri- 
cultural research, in conjunction with 
the owner and manager of the estate. 
Director DeLéach’s plan will be to 
figure with weevil experfs as to the 
exact needs in the way of equipment 
and materials for this important work 
aside from the labor and general farm 
requirements, and plan with the farm 
operative to place these necessities at 
the proper time in the hands of some 
trained expert who has had several 
years experience fighting the weevil. 

“The machines used for dusting the 
calcium arsenate will be of the size 
and type best suited for the farm 
lands on which demonstrations are to 
be given, and these and the calcium 
arsenate must be up to the standard 
prescribed by the federal and state 
authorities. 

“What most farmers need at this 
time is more and better evidence that 
cotton can be grown successfully un- 
der weevil conditions. There were 
thousands of failyres with calcium ar- 
senate and other methods of poisoning 
in 1921 but fortunately most of these 
can be explained through careless and 
improper application of the poisons. 
There is no record of a failure where 
the methods were followed to the let- 
ter, and the officials of the Armour 
Fertilizer Works have bhecome con- 
vineced that there is a great oppor- 
tunity in these times of distress to 
join hands with all other agencies in 
this positive fight against the weevil.”

Atlanta real estate board by O. B. 
Mitéhell, commander of the . local 
branch of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. The meeting was held in the 
Peacock cafe at 1 o'clock, Ward 
Wight, president, presiding. 

After telling of the history of the 
organization, of its formation in 1599, 
its large personnel and its des to 
secure fair dealings for ex-service 
men, Mr. Mitchell discussed the bonus 
bill, and egpecially that clause pro- 
posing to give homes to ex-service 
men. He said that when store deal- 
ers during the world war found that 
soldiers had to wear black ties when 
they visited the city, the prices of 
those ties immediately jumped from 
25 cents to $1.50. 

Says Prices Will Jump. 

“Now we don’t want the same thing 
to happen,” continued Mr. Mitchell, 
“if the government decides tu give 
homes to soldiers. If the bill 
with the home-for-the-soldier clause 
included, the price of property and 
homes will immediately jump upwards 
unless some pressure is brought to 
bear. My hope is that the real estate 
men here, and the board as a body, 
will take some action, if the bill 
should be passed, to prevent a rise in 
prices. so that the ex-service men will 
get their money’s worth.” 

Fred Jeter asked Mr. Mitchell 
whether the money for the homes 
would be given to the ex-service men 
or whether the government would buy 
the homes themselves and give them 
to the men. Mr. Mitchell replied that 
he did not know exactly, but that 
under either condition the prices 
would jump if pressure is not brought 
to bear. 

John Scott then declared he would 
not speak in favor or against tle bill, 
because opinion throughout the coun- 
try is divided, but he added that he 
would do everything possible to see 
that the ex-service men get a fair deal 
if the bill is passed. 

‘ Board ‘Will Give Aid. 

“If the bill is passed, and congress 
votes to give ex-service men homes, I 
will move the adoption ofa resolu- 
tion calling uyon this board to give 
its services free of charge to ex-service 
men in appraising the value of prop- 
erty they may consider buying, which 
will prevent people selling property to 
the men at exorbitant prices. 

“And if this board passes suth a 
resolution, I believe it would be na- 
tionwide in its influen*e and that 
realty boards throughout the country 
would follow suit and pass’ similar 
resolutions.” me

SELF STARVATION. 
It isn’t the amount of food one 
eats ‘hat gives strength, vigor and 
real nourishment to the body—but

Let us 
enumerate the reasons for eating let- | 
tuce every day that lettuce can be 
kad. 

(1). Lettuce is one 
toothbrushes. 

2). Lettuce is rich in vitamins. 

os Lettuce is unquestionably su- 
perior to any known medicine which 
may be taken internally as a source 
of available iron for man, although 
certain iron solutions administered by 
injection inte the blood or into the 
muscles may be superior in certain 
illnesses, 

(4). Lettuce serves asa physiolog- 
ical stimulus not alone to appetite 
and digestion in the stomach but to 
the more important process of in- 
testinal digestion, and maybe con- 
sidered a preventive of colitis. 

(5). Lettuce gives a wholesome 
bulk to the residue in the intestine, 
and this tends to conteract the evils 
of ultra refined concentrated diet. 

(6). Lettuce is among the lowest 
of all foods in fuel or nutritive value 
from the caloric point of view, yield- 
ing only 90 calories per pound. (About | 
equivalent to two crackers or half a 


glass of milk). This feature should 
commend lettuce to all overstocked 
persons. 

(7). Lettuce freely used in the 
diet opposes acidosis and tends te 
keep the system normally alkaline. — 
The popular notion that lettuce Is 
sedative or soporific is a. myth pro- 
pagated by the romanticists who used 
to write books on “dietetics” as an 
avocation. Lettuce will no more soothe 
the nervous system nor put one 
asleep than will peanuts or ham 
gravy. 

Of. course the less wild life con- 
sumed with or on one’s lettuce the 
less nourishing the lettuce will be. 
Vegetarians should scrutinize their 
lettuce very carefully. It is import- 
ant that all lettuce be thoroughly ex- 
amined to discover uninvited guests, 
and well washed and rinsed in ‘pure 
water to route any such  guesté. 
Metchnikoff insisted on cooking even 
lettuce, but that would be. going to 
an unreasonable extreme for the sake 
of a mere theory. ’

The person for 
whom the doctor prescribed should re- 
ceive the original prescription with 
the medicine from the pharmacist,

Keynote of Message. 

Standardization, was the keynote of 
the message brought by Mrs. Dodge 
from national headquarters. The es- 
sential minimum points which she 
stressed in order to qualify for en- 
trance into the federation were:  1.. 
Hygiente plumbing; 2. Walls, ceil- 
ings. floors must be finished so as 
to be washable; 3. Examination of 
child by physician before entrance: 
4. Examination of children by phy- 
sician once a month, stripped if pos- 
sible; 5. Daily examination of each 
child by matron or superintendeht be- 
fore admission to the nursery; 6. In- 
vestigation of cases before entrance: 
7. Continued investigation of cases 
where exceptional: 8. All children 
should be given two meals a day; 
9. Dietary recommended by federa- 
tion should be used: 10. All children 
should wear nursery aprons, and in- 
fants be dressed in nursery clothes 
where possible: 11. The clothes of 
each child should be hung in a well 
ventilated closet far enough apart to 
avoid contact (mesh bags are recom- 
mende@; 12. Separate towels, spoons, 
ete., for each child obligatory; 13. 
Only eight infants or sixteen run- 
abouts should be under the care of one 
attendant. A _ kindergarten teacher 
should have an assistant for more than 
thirty children; 14. Simple records 
of each child must be kept. Annual 
report should be printed following sug- 
gestions of federation. 


Mrs. Dodge Talks. 

“The first nursery in the United 
States was established 70 years ago 
in Troy. N. Y.,” said Mrs. Dodge, “and 
it is still in existence. In 1856 New 
York city followed, with Philadel- 
phia ranking third. Today there are 
610 being run in the country. New 
York, Boston, Chicago and Philadel- 
phia formed the neuclei for the fed- 
eration, which has been divided into 
7 centers, with 15.000 to 20,000 
women caring for 30,000 children. I 
believe in the fundamental principles 
that when a board woman undertakes 
to take the place of a mother for 8 or 
9 hours a day, should be responsible 
for the moral, plrysical, mental and 
religious side of each child.

EK. Hay, of the southern circuit, has 
filed a statement with the state prison 
commission and Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, opposing the appeal for 
clemency for Radney and McCracken, 
two convicts who are under life sen- 
tences for the murder of Henry Jones. 

The solicitor today issued an ex- 
planatory statement to The Constitu- 
tion representative here, denying ‘that 
he had ever advocated clemency , for 
the two convicts, whose petitions \are 
now before the prison commission’ in 


Atlanta. 

‘‘In dealing with applications for exe¢u- 
tive clemency; my invariable practice \s0 
far has been to give to the governor and 
the prison commission such information only 
as they call for,” he said. 

‘But in the case of Radney and Mc- 
“Cracken, two convicts now serving life sen- 
tences for the murder of Henry Jones, in 
the county of Colquitt, it has become neces- 
sary for me to depart from that practice 
by reason of certain misrepresentations of 
my position in the matter which have re- 
peatedly appeared in the newspapers and 
in private conversations. 

‘Recently there was an article In the 
Macon Telegraph representing me as having 
argied to the jury at the trial of this 
ease that I would recommend a pardon 
for these prisoners after they had served 
as much as one year. Of course, every 
person present at the trial knows that this 
is untrue. I @o not, of course, blame the 
Macon Telegraph for the misrepresentation, 
but presume that its correspondent got his 
information from a source which it believed 
to be reliable. What that source was, I 
do not know. 

“Tl am also told that abont.the time 
these applications were filed with the 
prison commission, an article appeared in 
the Moultrie Observer that both the solici- 
ter-general and the judge had joined in 
recommending executive clemency in these 
eases. 1 did rot myself see the article. 
But if it appeared as stated to me, it was 
certainly untrue in so far as it related to 
soliciter-general, and I believe that it was 
untrne in so far as it. related to 
the judge, though I hare not asked him. 
In this instance, as with the Macon Tele- 
graph, I do not attribute any biame to 
the reporter, but assume that he got his 
information from a source which he believed 

be reliable and about which I knew 
nothing.

,any eomplaint in connection with the 


ability of the crew to control the 
flight of the Roma except for the 
motor difficulties which led to the 
replacing of the original Italian en- 
gines with American built Liberty 
motors. 

‘If any officer of the Roma had 
knowledge before_the accident of 
weakness of the vessel or structural 
or other défects which rendered--her 
in the least unsafe for operation, Mr. 
Weeks said, it was the duty of that 
officer to report the facts to his 
superiors for the protection of him- 
self andNof his associates on the ship. 

Exonerates Congress, 

Secretary Weeks and General Pat- 
rick took issue with published state- 
ments seeking to blame congress in 
connection with the Roma disaster. 
“I have noticed articles in the 
press,” said the secretary in a formal 
statement, “in which congress is blam- 
ed for the loss of lives in cornection 
with the destruction of the Roma. 
Such an attack on congress ‘is unjust, 
and is in no sense justified by the 
sentiments of officials of the war de- 
partment or officers of the air service 
of the army. An _ investigation is 
being conducted to determine the cause 
of this most unfortunate ‘disaster and 
specific recommendations may result 
therefrom.’ 

General Patrick in a similar state- 
ment said: . 

“Despite public reports to the con- 
trary, there is no disposition on the 
part of anyone in the army air service 
toeplace the blame for the Roma acci- 
dent at the doors of congress. 

“Statements that failure of congress 
to appropriate funds for helium pro- 
duction and that the lack of helium 
caused the accident are not based on: 
fact. Congress appropriated liberally 
for development of. the processes of 
extracting helium during the war, and 
has since given all funds requested for 
further experimental work looking to 
perfecting the processes. 


Would Have Been Same. 


“The Roma disaster would have 
happened just the same had the ship 
been filled with helium instead of 
hydrogen. It is true, however, that in 
all probability the loss of life might 
not have been so great. 

“A rigid investigation is now under 
way to determine the exact cause of 
the accident. As soon as the board 
completes its work, public announce- 
ment will be made of its findings.”

Washingto February 23.—(By. 
Constitution sed Wire.)—The bill 
of Senator Harris, of Georgia, for re- 
lief. of persons suffering damage by 
reason of proceedings for the condem- 
nation of land for Camp Benning, Ga., 
in 1918, was today favorably recom- 
mended by the secretary of war in a 
communication to Sefiator per, 
chairman of the senate claims tom- 
mittee.

The amount recommended by the 
secretary of war is $39,901, with 
| an / additional amount of $10,000 to 
ecover.two claims presented by the war 
department from John T. Davis and 
the W. C. Bradley company for losses 
suffered by reason of inability of these 
| parties to remove their improvements 
‘from lands transferred by deed to the 

United States, although expressly 


granted such right of removal by the- 


prior contracts of sale. Seeretary 
Weeks informed the claims commit- 
tee that “while the United States did 
not actually occupy and take posses- 
sion of these 17,000 acres, the owners 
of the various parcels acted in good 
faith, and on notice of the condemna- 
tion proceedings, considered themselves 
restricted in the use of the lands. In 
many instances these owners moved 
off their property to seek new homes, 
and while some remained, none, how. 
ever, were able to plant and harvest 
their crops in-the usual manner.”

MEANING OF TERM 
“GROSS INCOME” 


An explanation of the meaning of 
the term “gross income,” relating to 
filing income tax returns for 1921, iy 
made in the statement issued by Col- 
lector Josiah T. Rose, of the income 
revenue department. 

The statement follows: 

‘“‘Gross income means statutory gross in- 
come, defined by the revenue act to in- 
clude sales, profits and income derived 
from salaries, wages, or compensation for 


personal services of whatever kind, and in 
) Whatever form paid, or from professions, 
vocations, trades, business, commerce or 
sales.or dealings in property, whdther real 
or personal, growing out of the ownership 
or use of or interest in such property; also 
from interest, rent, dividends, securities or 
the transaction of any business carried on 
for gain or profit or gains or profits and 
income derived from any source whatever. 
‘“‘Gross income does not necessafily mean 
gross receipts. A merchant for instance, 
in computing gross income, should deduct 
therefrom the cost of goods sold. For ex- 
ample, a merchant may have gross receipts 
amounting to $10,000, but the cost of 

sold amounts to $7,000. He has no other 
jncome. The statutory gross income would 
be $3,000. In case the other deductions 
ailowed him for business expenses, taxes, 
interest, bad debts, etc., amount to $2,500, 
his net income would be $500.. No return 
of income is required in this case. 

‘A lawyer who is married and living 
with his wife has gross receipts in the form 
of fees amounting to $6,000 and his neces- 
sary bosiness expenses amount to $4,200, 
leaving a net income of only $1,800. A re- 
turn will be required in this case, as 
taxpayer's gross income as well as gross 
receipts is $6,000.”’

LOCAL BANK PROBE 
S VETUNDECIDED 


Washington, February 23.—The 
senate failed today to decide what it 
would do with the resolution of Sen- 
ator Heflin, democrat, Alabama, pro- 
viding for an investigation in alleged 
political activities of the Federal Ke- 
serve bank of Atlanta. It argued in- 
termittentiy on the subject for several 
hours, finally rejecting Mr. Heflin’s 
motion to send the resolution to the 
committee on senate expenses, but fail- 
ing to reach a conclusion as to 
whether it should be turned over to 
the banking and currency ecomunittee 
to determine whether. proposed investi- 
gation was warranted or necessary. 

Called up by its sponsor, the resoln- 
tion broke open anew the controversy 
centering about the policies and ad- 
ministration of the federal reserve 
board. Much of the discussion was a 
repetition of the previous arguments, 
although Senator ge, republican, 
New Jersey, contend@gJ that in asking 
that the measure be sent to the bank- 
ing committee he had hoped that the 
discussion there might determine 
en the investigation was advis- 
able. 

Those senators who urged that the 
resolution be sent to the committee 
controlling: the senate’s expenditures 
declared that should it be given into 
the hands of the banking committee, 
it never would be heard of again. Sen- 
ator Heflin pointed out that Senator 
Glass, democrat, Virginia, whose 
speech in defense of the reserve board 
and system, it was charged, had been 
sent broadcast in the south by the 
Atlanta bank, was a member of the 
banking committee.
